Some of 
these children do face an increased 
risk of birth defects, and of low 
birth weight, which is associat- 
ed with obesity, hypertension and 
Type 2 diabetes later in life. 

“Overall, these children do 
well,” said Andre Van Steirteghem 
of the Brussels Free University Cen- 
ter for Reproductive Medicine. “It is 
a reassuring message, but we must 
continue to follow up.” (ap)

Military chiefs to air 
views on letting gay 
troops serve openly 

Washington 

Lawmakers this week will press 
the military’s top uniformed offi- 
cers for the first time on whether 
they think repealing “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” makes sense or would 
be too disruptive. 

The testimony from each of the 
service chiefs on Capitol Hill will 
be crucial to the debate in Congress 
on whether to repeal the 17-year-old 
law, which bans gays from serving 
openly in the military. 

President Obama says the poli- 
cy unfairly punishes patriots who 
want to serve their country. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates agrees and 
has begun a yearlong study on 
how to mitigate the impact of lift- 
ing the ban. 

Providing much-needed polit- 
ical cover is the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Mike 
Mullen, who has said he thinks 
the law unfairly forces gay troops 
to compromise their integrity by 


lying about who they are. 

But lawmakers, who are divid- 
ed on whether to end the ban, say 
they want to hear from the ser- 
vice chiefs. They are the ones who 
would be in charge of putting any 
changes in place. 

While Mullen says he believes 
the ban should be lifted, he has 
said he can’t speak for the service 


chiefs other than to say they sup- 
port Gates’ yearlong assessment. 

The service chiefs are scheduled 
to testify separately throughout the 
week, with the Army’s Gen. George 
Casey and the Air Force’s Gen. Nor- 
ton Schwartz going first on Tues- 
day. Marine Corps Commandant 
Gen. James Conway, who is said to 
oppose changes to the policy, will

Scientists say global 
warming will have 
an impact on storms 

Washington 

Top researchers now agree that the 
world is likely to experience stron- 
ger but fewer hurricanes in the 
future because of global warming, 
seemingly settling a long scientif- 
ic debate on the subject. 

Since just before Hurricane 
Katrina hit the U.S. in 2005, duel- 
ing scientific papers have clashed 
on whether global warming is 
worsening hurricanes and will 
do so in the future. The new study 
seems to split the difference. 


“We’ve really come a long way in 
the last two years about our knowl- 
edge of the hurricane and climate 
issue,” said study co-author Chris 


Landsea, a National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration hur- 
ricane researcher. 

The study offers projections 


for tropical cyclones worldwide 
by the end of this century. Over- 
all strength of storms as measured 
in wind speed will rise by 2 to 
11 percent, but there will be 
between 6 and 34 percent fewer 
storms, the study predicts. 

An 11 percent increase in wind 
speed translates to roughly a 
60 percent increase in damage, said 
study co-author Kerry Emanuel, a 
professor of meteorology at MIT. 

That study suggests the number 
of Category 4 and 5 Atlantic hur- 
ricanes — those with winds more 
than 130 mph — will nearly double 
by the end of the century. On aver- 
age, a Category 4 or stronger hurri- 
cane hits the U.S. about once every 
seven years, seth borenstein (ap)

Israel Unveils 
Fleet of Drones

Israel’s air force on Sunday intro- 
duced a fleet of huge pilotless 
planes that can remain in the air 
for a full day and could fly as far 
as the Persian Gulf, putting rival 
Iran within its range. 

The Heron TP drones have a 
wingspan of 86 feet, making them 
the size of Boeing 737 jets and the 
largest unmanned aircraft in Isra- 
el’s military. The planes can fly at 
least 20 consecutive hours and are 
primarily used for surveillance and 
carrying diverse payloads. 

The unmanned plane resembles 
its predecessor, the Heron, but can 
fly higher, reaching an altitude of 
more than 40,000 feet, (apj 


Cornered in Afghan 
village, militants stay 
to fight NATO troops 

Mar ja, Afghanistan 

Outnumbered and outgunned, 
Taliban fighters are mounting a 
tougher fight than expected in 
Marja, Afghan officials said Sun- 
day, as U.S.-led forces converged 
on a pocket of militants in a west- 
ern section of the town. 

Despite ongoing fighting, the 
newly appointed civilian chief for 
Marja said he plans to fly into the 
town Monday for the first time 
since the attack to begin restor- 
ing Afghan government control 
and winning over the population 
after years of Taliban rule. 

With fighter jets, drones and 
attack helicopters roaring overhead, 
Marine and Afghan companies 
advanced Sunday on a 2-square-mile 
area where at least 40 insurgents 
were believed to be holed up. 

“They are squeezed,” said Lt. 
Col. Brian Christmas, command- 
er of the 3rd Battalion, 6th Marine 


Regiment. “It looks like they want to 
stay and fight, but they can always 
drop their weapons and slip away. 
That’s the nature of this war.” 

U.S. officials signaled their 
intention to attack Marja, a major 
Taliban supply and opium-smug- 
gling center, months ago, apparent- 
ly in hopes the insurgents would 
flee and allow the U.S.-led force to 
take over quickly. 

Instead, the insurgents rigged 


Marja with bombs and booby traps 
to slow the allied attack, which 
began Feb. 13. Teams of Taliban 
gunmen stayed in the town, deliv- 
ering volleys of gunfire on Marine 
and Afghan units. 

Afghan Defense Ministry 
spokesman Gen. Mohammad Zahir 
Azimi said the U.S. and its allies 
had expected the Taliban to leave 
behind thousands of hidden explo- 
sives, which they did. But they were

Rescue workers in Madeira dug 
through heaps of mud, boulders 
and debris Sunday, searching for 
victims buried by floods and mud- 
slides that have killed at least 42 
people on the Portuguese island. 

Residents looking for missing 
loved ones were directed by local 
authorities to the resort’s interna- 
tional airport, where a makeshift 
morgue has been set up. 

Social services spokesman 


Francisco Jardim Ramos said not 
all the bodies had been identified. 
The center is equipped with psy- 
chiatric, psychological and social 
counseling services, he said. 

More than 120 other people were 
injured and an unknown number 
were missing, possibly swept away 
or smothered, authorities said, add- 
ing the death toll could still rise. 
Of 248 people who were forced 
to flee their homes for temporary 
shelters, 85 have been allowed to 
return home, Ramos said. 

Late Sunday, a spokeswoman 
for the British Foreign Office con- 
firmed that a British national had 
died, but declined to give further 
details. The spokeswoman spoke 


on condition of anonymity in line 
with department policy. 

The Foreign Office also said a 
small number of Britons had been 
hospitalized on Madeira. The island 
is popular with British tourists, 
who regard wine made in Madei- 
ra as a luxury product. 

The worst storm to hit Madeira 
since 1993 lashed the south of the 
Atlantic Ocean island, including the 
capital, Funchal, Saturday, turning 
some streets into torrents of mud, 
water and rolling debris. 

“We heard a very loud noise, 
like rolling thunder; the ground 
shook and then we realized it 
was water coming down,” said 
Simon Burgbage, of Britain, (ap) 


Brazilian Navy Defends Its Response to Shipwreck 


Sao Paulo 

The Brazilian navy on Sunday 
defended its response to a shipwreck 
that left dozens of teenage students 
from around the world adrift on the 
Atlantic Ocean for two nights. 

The navy deployed a search air- 
craft about 19 hours after it received 
a distress signal from the SV Con- 
cordia on Wednesday, which offi- 
cials say is in line with standard

procedure. 

All 48 students and 16 crew 
members were safely rescued Fri- 
day, nearly 40 hours after the sail- 
ing ship capsized several hundred 
miles off the Brazilian coast. 

The students, who were taking 
part in the Canadian-based Class 
Afloat program, were expected to 
begin flying home later Sunday as 
soon as their emergency documents 
and plane tickets were arranged, (ap)

Brown Sees Red Over Depiction in New Book 


British PM denies 
allegations that he 
abused, bullied staff 

London 

On Sunday, the British public was 
introduced to what one political 
journalist has painted as the dark 
face of the country’s prime minis- 
ter: an abusive man whose rages 
were so intense the country’s top 
bureaucrat had to intervene to com- 


fort his distressed staff. 

The description, carried in 
the book “The End of the Party,” 
by Observer journalist Andrew 
Rawnsley, is vigorously contested 
by Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
and his lieutenants — who say that, 
while the prime minister does get 
angry, he’s not a bully. 

Rawnsley’s book and its con- 
tents — extracts of which were 
published in an eight-page spread 
in the Observer — dominated Brit- 
ain’s media Sunday.

In one passage, the book 
describes Brown as furious when 
a journalist identified similarities 
between a talk he gave at Labour’s 
2007 conference and speeches given 
by A1 Gore and Bill Clinton. Bob 
Shrum, who worked for both before 
his job as speechwriter for Brown, 
was left shaking by an expletive-lad- 
en outburst from the prime minis- 
ter, according to Rawnsley. 

In another passage, the book 
describes Brown yanking a sec- 
retary from her chair when she 


typed too slowly. 

Speaking to the Independent, 
Brown seemed particularly upset 
at rumors that the published 
extracts would carry allegations 
that he hit members of staff. They 
didn’t, although there were refer- 
ences to alleged incidents in which 
the prime minister grabbed an 
aide by the lapels or manhandled 
a senior adviser. 

“It is simply a lie to say I’ve hit 
anybody in my life,” Brown told the 
paper. “I may have done one or two 
good tackles at rugby but this so- 
called inside account is just ludi- 
crous.” RAPHAEL 6. SAUER (AP)

Truth in That Statement 


Starting Monday, credit card users will come face-to-face with their debt reality 


New York 

Your next credit card statement 
is going to contain an ugly truth: 
how much that card really costs 
to use. 

Now, thanks to a long-awaited 
law that goes into effect Monday, 
you’ll know that if you pay the min- 
imum on a $3,000 balance with a 
14 percent interest rate, it could 
take you 10 years to pay off. 

“Jaws will drop,” said David 
Robertson, publisher of the Nilson 
Report, a newsletter that tracks 
the industry. “I don’t doubt for a 
nanosecond that it’s going to give 
a lot of people a sinking feeling in 
their stomachs.” 

That’s not all that will make 
them queasy. 

During the past nine months, 
credit card companies jacked up 
interest rates, created new fees 
and cut credit lines. They also 
closed millions of accounts. So, a 
law hailed as the most sweeping 
piece of consumer legislation in 
decades has helped make it more 
difficult for millions of Americans 
to get credit, and made that credit 



more expensive. 

It wasn’t supposed to be this 
way. The law that President Obama 
signed last May shields card users 
from sudden interest rate hikes, 
excessive fees and other gim- 
micks that card companies have 
used to drive up profits. Consum- 
ers will save at least $10 billion a 
year from curbs on interest rate 
increases alone, according to the 
Pew Charitable Trust, which tracks 
credit card issues. 

But there was a catch. Card 
companies had nine months to 
prepare while certain rules were 
clarified by the Federal Reserve. 
They used that time to take actions 
that ended up hurting the same 
customers who were supposed to 
be helped. 

Consumer advocates say the 
law still offers important protec- 
tions for the users of about 1.4 bil- 
lion credit cards. 

“We expected some rate increas- 
es; we expected some annual fees,” 
said Ed Mierzwinski of the U.S. 
Public Interest Research Group, an 
advocacy group that lobbied for the

The New Credit Landscape 



Interest Rates 

THEN: Banks could raise the interest rate on an 
account at any time, even if you weren’t late on pay- 
ments. NOW: For existing balances, rates can’t be 
raised unless the account is at least 60 days past 
due. If payments are made on time for six consec- 
utive months, the original rate must be restored. 
There is still no cap on interest rates. 



Service Fees 

THEN: Banks could charge as much as they want- 
ed. They could assess annual fees, activation fees 
and other fees. NOW: Service fees, such as activa- 
tion and annual fees, will be capped at 25 percent 
of the credit limit during the first year of use. After 
that, there is no cap on the fees. 



Over-the-Limit Fees 

THEN: Banks set credit limits, then routinely 
allowed charges to exceed those limits. When that 
happened, the customer was charged an over-the- 
limit fee. NOW: The cardholder must specifically 
agree to permit transactions that exceed the credit 
limit. Only then can fees be charged. 



Disclosures 

THEN: The fine print on cardholder agreements 
was often difficult to understand. NOW: Cardhold- 
ers will see how many months it will take to pay 
off a balance if only minimum payments are made. 
Statements will also indicate how much needs 
to be paid each month to pay off a balance within 
three years. 



Grace Periods 

THEN: Some card companies sent out statements 
not long before payments were due and sometimes 
shifted payment due dates from month to month. 
NOW: The law requires that due dates remain con- 
sistent. Statements must be sent out 21 days before 
the payment due date, and finance charges and fees 
cannot be applied before that period is up.

Luckily for You, Taxes Still Apply

Clinching the office pool for March 
Madness entitles you to a pot of 
money and gloating rights. And 
nobody can take that away from 
you — except maybe the IRS. 

Even if your winnings seem 
like chump change, any money you 
pocket from gambling is considered 
taxable income. It’s not likely that 
the Internal Revenue Service will 
come after you for your NCAA pot, 
but there are times when report- 
ing even casual winnings becomes 
more formal. 

Depending on how often you 
frequent casinos or buy lottery tick- 
ets, you might also want to think 
about keeping a log of your gam- 
bling habit. 

Regardless of whether you 
come out a winner, here are some 
points to remember when it comes 
time to file your tax returns with 
the IRS. 


When to Report Winnings 

Casinos, race tracks and other 
gambling operators are required 
to document winnings once they 
reach a certain threshold. With slot 
machines and bingo, casinos report 
any payout of $1,200 or more to 
the IRS. For keno, it’s $1,500 and 
$5,000 for poker tournaments. 

For horse racing and lottery 
tickets, winnings of $600 or more 
are reported when they’re more 


than 300 times the amount of 
the bet. 

If you’re lucky enough to find 
yourself in any of the above scenar- 
ios, you’ll be asked for your Social 
Security number by the venue so 
your winnings can be reported. 
You’ll also get a copy of the W-2G 
form documenting the payment. 

Of course, not all gambling win- 
nings trigger a W-2G form. It’s up 
to you to report smaller winnings, 


although you won’t be audited for 
the $100 you won at blackjack. 

Making the Most of Losses 

You can deduct gambling losses, but 
only up to the amount of your win- 
nings. So if you win $1,000 on a lot- 
tery ticket, that’s as much as you can 
deduct in losses for the year. 

Gambling losses have to be 
itemized, too, and it’s not always 
worth deducting them. The IRS 
might also ask you to document 
your losses, so be ready to back up 
your claims. 

Who’s a Pro? 

It’s tempting to deduct travel and 
other gambling costs as business 
expenses. But just because you 
earn a nice chunk of money from 
poker tournaments doesn’t mean 
you’re a professional gambler in 
the eyes of the IRS. 

You’re generally considered a 
professional if you gamble regu- 
larly, continuously and to earn a 
living. You should also be able to 
show that you treat your gambling 
like a business, and keep appropri- 
ate records, candice choi (apj

Shops Push Mission Over Money 



With no real profits, 
retailers emphasize 
good-cause products 

Washington 

Signs on the front door of the 
World Bank’s unabashedly wonky 
bookstore, the InfoShop, practi- 
cally plead for customers to step 
inside: “Discounts for bank and 
fund staff & retirees on just about 
everything!” 

It’s not that the shop’s titles aren’t 
tantalizing. There are books on the 
South Asia bond market, condi- 
tional cash transfers and an HIV 
prevention plan for Lesotho — a 
selection that had Salvatore Salzil- 
lo, a manager at a federal financial 
agency, debating between “Devel- 
opment Economics” and “Teachers 
in Anglophone Africa.” 

Even as the recession leaves many 
retail strips pocked with shuttered 
stores, the Washington area remains 
home to some plucky businesses that 
define themselves as much by their 
mission as by their profits, which 
are often nonexistent. 


In a region with more than its 
share ofwonks and do-gooders, mis- 
sion-driven shops chug along despite 
high rents, a treacherous economy or 
— in the case of the nonprofit book- 
store at the Busboys and Poets on 
14th Street NW — customers who 
steal their lefty books. 

Mission-driven stores reach out 
to customers with a blend of attrac- 
tive products, idealism and an occa- 
sional injection of guilt. At Ten 
Thousand Villages, the walls fea- 
ture maxims about sowing rice and 


finding happiness in service. 

The InfoShop at the World Bank 
loses money, and parent World Bank 
Group, the publishing arm of the 
bank, recoups about two-thirds 
of its expenses annually, said Car- 
los Rossel, its publisher. One big 
reason for its lack of profits: All 
of its books are available for free 
online through Google. “We’re the 
Robin Hood of publishing,” said 
Jose de Buerba, the publishing 
arm’s marketing head, ian shapira

An Epic Ride: 20 Hours on Metro 



A reporter passed through all 86 Metro stations and covered more than 150 miles. 


Transit system’s ebb 
and flow captured 
during marathon trip 

Washington 

A day in the life of Metro begins 
without fanfare. In the predawn 
darkness, the manager of Tako- 
ma Station pulls up, turns on the 
escalators and opens the gates. The 
nation’s second-largest rail transit 
system is open for business. 

At 4:47 a.m., I walk in, the sta- 
tion’s first rider of the day. I won’t 
walk out again until nearly 1 the 
next morning. 

With only quick breaks for sta- 
tion-side meals — breakfast in 
Dupont Circle, lunch in Ballston, 
dinner in Wheaton — I will ride 
every inch of every line, some sev- 
eral times. I will pass through all 
86 stations and cover more than 
150 miles. 


Morning darkness is Metro’s 
most serene phase. That first Red 
Line train is clean and nearly empty. 
Many of the riders are construction 
workers, wearing dirty boots and 
clean jeans, and carrying plastic 
coolers. No one wears earphones; 
no one talks on a cell phone. 


After the morning rush comes 
a second, lesser calm. The crowd 
never truly thins at the downtown 
transfer stations, and the cars are 
no longer pristine. 

At midday, earphones are every- 
where and people talk on cell phones 
when the train is aboveground. 


The second wave surges in the 
afternoon. I shoehorn myself into 
a packed Red Line car from Metro 
Center to Bethesda. Conclusion: It’s 
hard to breathe with your nose in 
someone’s hat in either direction. 

At day’s end, the exhausted 
homebound mix with exhilarat- 
ed socializers. The cars are trashed 
now, the day’s litter mulched by the 
stampede of two rush hours. 

On the Green Line, a young 
man eats fries and cranks the lit- 
tle speaker on his iPod Touch, vio- 
lating two Metro rules at once. I 
wait an extra half-hour at Gallery 
Place and finally pull into Takoma 
at 12:43 a.m. 

“You’re the last,” says the station 
manager. “No more trains tonight.”

D.C. Teacher 
Allegedly 
Impregnated 
Student 

Washington 

D.C. Schools Chancellor Michelle 
Rhee says a D.C. public school 
teacher allegedly impregnated an 
18-year-old special needs student 
before being laid off in October. 

Rhee did not name the teacher 
or student in a letter to D.C. City 
Council Chairman Vincent Gray. 

Rhee’s letter, dated Feb. 12, said 
police and prosecutors told school 
officials that because of the stu- 
dent’s age, a criminal investiga- 
tion was not warranted. 

Rhee wrote the letter after Gray 
asked for more information about 
a statement Rhee made in January 
that teachers laid off at the begin- 
ning of the year had records that 
included sexual abuse. The presi-

His Bodacious Feat 

Bode Miller’s victory boosted the U.S. medal 
tally in Alpine skiing at the Vancouver Games 
to a record eight— already three more than 
the five from Sarajevo in 1984— with four rac- 
es remaining. As the U.S.’ stature grows, so 
does Miller’s legacy. With five Olympic med- 
als overall, he is tied with Italy’s Alberto Tomba and Norway’s Lasse Kjus for 
second on the all-time Alpine list for men, trailing only the eight by Kjetil Andre 
Aamodt of Norway. His Vancouver performance adds to his four world champi- 
onships in four different disciplines, (ap) 



American completes 
stunning comeback 
in super-combined 

Alpine Skiing 

Bode Miller finally won his elusive 
gold medal, using a blistering sla- 
lom run Sunday to complete one of 
the most unlikely Olympic come- 
backs ever. 

Four years after bombing out 
amid lofty expectations at the Turin 
Games and a year after practically 
walking away from the sport, Mill- 
er won the super-combined for his 
third medal in as many events at 
Vancouver. 

Seventh after the morning 
downhill run, Miller skied the 
third-fastest afternoon slalom leg 
for a two -run time of 2 minutes, 
44.92 seconds — a comfortable 
0.33 second ahead of Ivica Kos- 
telic of Croatia, who matched his 


silver medal at Turin. Silvan Zur- 
briggen of Switzerland claimed 
bronze, 0.40 second back. 

For a guy who has insisted that 
medals aren’t important, this one 
clearly was special. “I skied with 
100 percent heart — I didn’t hold 
anything back. ... It’s just awesome. 
There’s nothing else to say.” 

Having skipped summer train- 
ing while he debated retiring, Mill- 
er nearly didn’t have enough energy 


to hold on as he came over the final 
pitch of the slalom course. 

Miller has also won a silver and 
a bronze at the Vancouver Games — 
a sharp contrast from his no-med- 
al performance in Turin, where he 
made more headlines for his late- 
night partying than his skiing. 

Miller said he was running on 
“fumes” following his first two 
races, the downhill and the super- 
G. “I felt awesome about it,” he said. 


“But still, it’s incredibly emotionally 
exhausting to do it like that. 

“I’ve got one leg that’s injured 
and another leg that’s on my boat 
already,” he added, looking forward 
to his post-season vacation. 

Winning the super-combined 
was appropriate for Miller, who 
has always been proud of his over- 
all skiing ability. Super-combined 
adds the times from one downhill 
run and one slalom leg — meaning 
it is a true test of an overall skier. 

Miller won two overall World 
Cup titles — the first in 2004-05 and 
the second in 2007-08 in his first 
season racing independently from 
the U.S. Ski Team. After debating all 
summer whether to even return to 
skiing, Miller rejoined the U.S. team 
in September and hastily prepared 
for the World Cup season. 

His true goal, he now acknowl- 
edges, was preparing to redeem 
himself at the Olympics. Mission 
accomplished. Andrew dampf (ap)

A few hours after learning of her 
mother’s sudden death, Canadi- 
an figure skating star Joannie 
Rochette was back on the ice. 

Dressed in black tights and 
a black Canadian team hoodie, 
Rochette appeared in the runway 


as the rest of the skaters in her 
practice session took the ice Sun- 
day afternoon. She 
wiped her eyes and 
took a deep breath 
before stepping on 
the ice, then gave a 
wave to the specta- 
tors in the building 
awaiting the orig- 
inal dance. 

Therese Rochette, 55, had a

Strasburg May Start in Minors 



Top pick makes some

The Nationals 

Stephen Strasburg is already creat- 
ing a buzz in spring training. 

About 150 fans, twice the nor- 
mal number for Washington’s first 
workout, watched Nationals pitch- 
ers and catchers practice Sunday.

You can search by time, day 
of the week and what you'd like to 
drink, and thus far we’ve covered Du- 
pont Circle, Georgetown, Chinatown, 
Capitol Hill and U Street. Keep an eye 
out for Columbia Heights, Adams 
Morgan and the Atlas District, which 
are next on our list.

Discovery Channel 
wild men Bear Grylls 
and Les Stroud show 
their skills on DVD 

Television 

Need companionship for a sojourn 
in the wilderness? You could 
do worse than “Man vs. Wild’s” 
Bear Grylls or “Suvivorman’s” 
Les Stroud. Both are the kind of 
super-manly dude you want on 
your side when Mother Nature’s 
in a bad mood. 

After all, Grylls and Stroud 
have dealt with some of the worst 
situations imaginable, as docu- 
mented on a pair of DVDs released 


by the Discovery Channel Tuesday, 
“Man vs. Wild: Stranded Around 
the World” ($14.98) and “Survi- 
vorman: Alone in the American 
Wilderness” ($14.98). Each col- 
lection contains four of the host’s 
most dangerous trips: Grylls faces 
off against the African savannah; 
Ecuador’s Andes mountains and 
Amazon rain forest; the Siberi- 
an tundra; and Turkey’s Anato- 
lian Plateau, while Stroud sticks 
stateside and takes on Utah’s harsh 
Canyonlands; Georgia’s swampy 
Altamaha River Basin; the Sier- 
ra Nevada; and Colorado’s Rocky 
Mountains. 

And amid all those rough- 
and-tumble environments, who 
comes off looking manlier? Well, 


it depends on whether you’re going 
into these DVDs blind. If you know 
of Grylls’ reputation for bringing 
helpers along or staging certain sit- 
uations in his favor, then you can’t 
stop that little voice in the back of 
your head doubting everything 
he’s doing on-screen; you’d prob- 
ably immediately side with Stroud 
and his antics. 

And, indeed, Stroud is ball- 
sy enough to strand himself in 
situations with neither gear nor 
crew, fully dependent on himself. 
Whether he’s purposefully spend- 
ing a week in the Sierra Nevada — 
and challenging search-and-rescue 
teams to find him — or braving alli- 
gators in the musky, smelly Altama- 
ha River Basin bog, there’s always 


some danger lurking around the 
corner that Stroud shows viewers 
how to handle. What if you don’t 
know how to hike out of your camp- 
ing spot or are worried about the 
“bush panic” associated with get- 
ting lost? No big deal; Stroud will 
show you what’s up. 

The only downside to the new 
collections is that they offer no 
extras or special features. If you’ve 
already seen these episodes on 
TV and are expecting something 
more, you’re not going to get it. 
But if you’re just looking for a 
crash course in survivalism, either 
“Stranded Around the World” or 
“Alone in the American Wilder- 
ness” is worth your time — and

As Carmela in “The Sopranos,” Edie 
Falco didn’t take crap from anyone. 
And, thankfully, she brings that 
same steeliness and resolve to her 
starring role in “Nurse Jackie” — 
the show couldn’t work without it. 

The Showtime series, whose 
first season wrapped up in August 
and is now out 
Tuesday on DVD 
($25.99), focus- 
es on emergency 
room nurse Jackie 
Peyton. Often forc- 
ing others to bow 
to her will, Peyton 
doesn’t really care about riling 
anyone up or doing what’s ethical- 
ly correct — she wants results for 
her patients, and it doesn’t matter 
how she gets them. 

Yes, you may see some touches 
of Dr. Gregory House (like a drug 
addiction), and the show’s some- 
times-sarcastic feel may bring to 
mind the antics of “Nip/Tuck.” But 
over the course of the season, Pey- 
ton breaks free of such molds and 
proves she truly cares about those 
for whom she’s responsible.

CD Review 

Shout Out Louds are an exam- 
ple of an indie band gone exactly 
right for all the right reasons. No 
weird gimmicks, no coattail-riding: 
just straight-up hard work and tal- 
ent. So, it’s indeed fitting that the 
group’s third and latest album is 
called “Work,” since that’s what 
Shout Out Louds do best. 

A hallmark of producer Phil Ed 
(Fleet Foxes, Band of Horses and 
the Shins) is a simple live-record- 
ing approach with minimal lay- 
ering and remixing, and that’s a 
process that brings out the best 
in Shout Out Louds. “Work” is 
the band’s least dramatic, most 


stripped-down release yet, but it’s 
still chock-full of warmth and style. 
The general lack of percussion and 
string-based crescendos doesn’t 
hurt the album in the least and, in 
fact, makes the songs a little easier 
to sink into. They’re the paragon 
of deceptive simplicity: The album 
doesn’t reach for the sky or sink to 
any major depths, but it performs 
very well on its middle ground. 
It’s melancholy but not depressed, 
foggy but not opaque. 

Shout Out Louds have gotten a 
little less emotive, too, since their 
song “Very Loud” was featured 
in 2008’s “Nick and Norah’s Infi- 
nite Playlist” — there’s less “little 
by little you’re going to hear me 
cry” and more stony-faced solem- 
nity and even pseudo-violence. 
The first track, “1999 ” opens with 
LCD Soundsystem-style rhythm 
and memories of “like a punch in 
the face, I never felt so alive since 


19 19 99/the time that we got it all 
out.” The album settles in with the 
lilting pulse of “Fall Hard,” then 
launches into “Walls,” the first 
single, which exemplifies “Work’s” 
more restrained direction, using a 
familiar mix of guitar, piano and 
horns to lay down a solid founda- 
tion rather than attempt a tower 
of Babel. 

Maybe more lofty heights will 
be reached in the next album, but 
Shout Out Louds know they can 
take their time getting there. “I 
took too many pills and wrote my 
will just to get to ya,” Adam Ole- 
nius says on “Walls,” but death is 
the furthest thing from his mind. 
After all, there’s still work to do.
